WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY, July 19.— The first thirty 
hours of the Franco-American offensive has driven a deep paint 
ſinto the German lines south of Solssous amd yielded a net gam 
of five to fifteen kilometers on a forty-kilometer front. Just be- 
fore dark last night the Allied aviators saw the Franch cavalry 
to the northeast of Soissons and scouting parties of Americans 


on the heights south of the city. 


French cavalry also penetrated far east, retuming to make 
reports of conditions. The aviators also reported that late yes- 
terday the Germans began to draw back their guns from the 


woods north of Chateau Thierry. 


While the Allied have 
the Americans holding Belleau immediately to the south, there 
has been as yet no fighting direct on Soissons. If the Franco- 
American forces advance far enough south of the city the Ger- 
mans may evacuate it without a fight. 


In gaining this terrain the French 


prisoners, 3500 being credited to the 
Americans alone. It should be 
stated the American forces com- 
pose a small proportion of the total 
of the Allied forces involved in this 
operation. We have taken many 
guns and an immense amount of 
ammunition. The whole operation 
has shown how splendidly the 
French and Americans can co-op- 
erate in such an action. In no cases 
have the Americans lagged behind. 
The only edifficulties have come 
through their not stopping upon 
reaching their objectives.

BUSY SCENE. 

It was a busy scene yesterday 
back of that battle line. I started 
out to a certain place to find one of 
our headquarters.

19.—-Survivors of the United 
States cruiser San Diego, sunk 
ten miles off Fire Island shortly be- 
fore noon today, deciared tonight 
that many members of the engine- 
room crew must have been killed 
by the explosion which wrecked the 
warship. They were uncertain wheth- 
er the vessel was sunk by a torpedo 
from a submarine or by a mine. The 
cruiser remained afloat thirty-six 
minutes after she was struck.

None of those who came here 
needed medical attention and it was 
believed that if there was any loss 
of life it was in the engine-room 
and was caused by the explosion of 
the boilers. 

The sailors told of the heroic 
death of a quartermaster who had 
been ordered to stand on the bridge 
while the men were being sent to 
the boats. He remained at his post, 
the saflors said, until it was too late 
to save himself or be saved.

URGES CZECHS 
BE GIVEN AID. 


Lord Robert Cecil Appeals 
for Immediate Help. 


Says Millions will Die if the 
Allies Don’t Assist. | 


Sees Hope for Slav Nation 
if We will Act. 


[BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.} 
LONDON, July 20.—Lord Robert 
Cecil, who just left the post of Min- 


ant Secretary of State tor Foreign 
Affairs, in a statement to the Asso- 
Clated Press last night. urged the 
immediate sending of help to the 
Czecho-Slovak forces along the 
trans-Siberian Railroad. 

“The presence of a Czecho-Slovak 
army in Kussia at this time is, I be- 
eve, one of the miracles of his- 
tory,” said Lord Robert. “We have 


beheld one of the greatest empires s 


of the world plunged into such an 
appalling state of disorganization 
that nothing like it is known in mod- 
ern history. 

“Suddenly we find this Czecho- 
Slovak army, well drilled, carefully 
organized and ably led, stretched: 
neross the backbone of the Russian 
empire over a line nearly 5000 miles 
long. It ie the only organized force 
we know of in the whole of Russia 
today making for even the elementary 
principles of order and civilization. 
It the Allies allow it to be wiped 
out for want of ammunition, food 
or moral support, there is abse- 
lutely no leaven left to leaven the 
lump, and small hope remains of 
preventing the Russian people from 
being overwhelmed by a terrible se- 
ries of economic disasters during 
the coming winter. 

I have recently heard men who 
knew Russia well speak of what is 
likely to happen there during the 
coming winter under the present 
chaotic conditions. Orfe authority 
estimated that 20,000,600 people 
would perish as @ result of disease 
and economic disasters which are 
inevitable unless some unforeseen 
alleviation comes soon. If we tan 
tide the Russian people over this 
difficult winter I believe they will 
begin to get their feet again. 

“One of the disadvantages of the 
revolution was that it resulted in 
Gispersion and disunion, rather than 
in any united effort toward a united 
democracy. Wherever you get two 
Russians together today you find two 
political parties. This has been 
true of all great revolutionary up- 
heavals. It is one of the recognized 
symptoms of revolutionary fever 
and the Russian people must be giv- 


may abate. 

“At the present time the ordinary 
Russian ie unable to see any par- 
ticular reason why he should co- 
operate with anyone else. The Rus- 
sian people will comes back to 
health, if it ies given a chance, and 
I think the Czecho-Slovak army 
can be made a great agent in assist- 
ing the patient in this state of con- 
valescence. 

“There are many uniting forces in 
Russia, if they are given a chance. 
Unless some helpful force can be 
brought to bear soon I am firmly 
convinced that Russia is faced with 
the most terrible winter of hunger 
and disease which any nation has 
ever known. 

“As long as the present state of 
disorder continues, it is certain that 
the present disorganization in eco- 
nomic, industrial and commercial 
ite must be continped. It is my 
apprehension for the coming’ winter 
that has been one of my strongest 
reasons all along for urging the 
Allies to assist Russia from the 
east. I am convinced it is the 
only possible way to help Russia. 

We are told we should perhaps 
wait for a formal invitation from 
the 2 themselves. But the 
masse of Russia are inarticulate 
and there is no voice which can ex- 
press their wil. We know they 
need help and it seems our duty to 
extend them that help in the best 
and quickest way we can. 

“Russia is a country which is far 
more than self-supporting; it is the 
gigantic granary of the world with 
an untold wealth of every food prod- 
uct necessary to man’s support. Yet, 
almost in the midst of this granary 
millions of p@rsons are destined to 
die of starvation this winter, unless 
some strong hand lends help in the 
restoration of transportation facili- 
ves and elementary industrial activ- 
tles

Somme remain on the alert. The 
morning’s news of Foch's dramatic 
counter-blow between Soissons and 
Chateau Thierry, with its menace of 


turning the enemy's right flank, will 
have a great effect on our men.

It is in the tradition of the Foch 
school of strategy, which he has had 
to deny himself so long because of 
the enemy superiority in numbers at 
the beginning of the offensive. 

But now, at last. the balance of 
numbers on the western front has 
begun to tip in our favor and Foch 
is able to use his reserves with 
greater freedom and surety of strik- 
ing power. 

The enormous pat@nce of the 
French general, whose motto is “at- 
tack,” was put to the severest strain 
after March 21, when for many 
weeks he had to husband his forces 
and remain on the defensive, but 
this morning the hour of waiting 
had passed, and after checking the 
enemy's enormous efforts on each 
side of Rheims, he seized the pay- 
chological moment to strike the 
right wing of the German salient, 
between the Aisne and the Marne. 

Our future depends on the prog- 
ress of that French counter-stroke 
and on the neceasity of the German 
Crown Prince for more men to re- 
place all those dead and bleeding 
soldiers who He on the slopes and 
in the valleys east and west of 
Rheims., He is deeply engaged now, 
as he was at Verdun, and cannot 
call off the battle which he began 
after months of preparation. 

GERMANS’ STATE OF MIND. 

Opposite the British front, in 
some old chateau of the French be- 
hind the German lines, far beyond 
the zone of our gunfire, there is a 
group of men who must be reading 
the reports from the Crown Prince's 
taff with extreme anxiety and nerv- 
ous tension. Chief among them 18 
Prince Rupprecht of Bavaria, com- 
manding the group of armies against 
the British front, and with him are 
his army commanders and corps 
commanders, among them Sixt von 
Arnim. who was our opponent in the 
first battles of the Somme, and Von 
Bernhard, who it is said has the 
most passionate hatred of us among 
all the German generals. 

These men have been preparing 
another wide offensive against the 
British front. They are the men 
who have their eves on the coast as 
the goal of their desires and are ready 
even now to make another desperate 
bid for it. They have been work- 


came to a dead halt. After the 
heavy losses of hundreds of thou- 
sands of men under the command, 
they have been put to the utmost 
strain in building light railways 
over the old battlefields, making and 
repairing roads, digging new gun 
pits and communicatine trenches, 
and weaving a network of telephone 
wires, so that on a given morning 
all the material of war shall be at 
hand for the assaulting troops, and 
every means of communication 
Shall be ready for them. | 

Tt takes a longer time than 
hoped to give to the job, and they 
knew that every week enabled us to 
dig stronger lines against them and 
reorganize and strengthen our de- 
fensive power. 

INFLUENZA EPIDEMIC. 

Their programme of speed has 
been slowed down by the epidemic 
of influenza which hit them badly 
several weeks ago, and spread with 
such virulence that many of their 
Dattalions are incapable of hard 
work aud hundreds of men went 
sick in many divisions. It seems 
to be burning itself out now, this 
fever, which makes men fall off 
their horses and sink at the knees 
quite suddenly with a high tempera- 
ture, that keeps them away for 
six days or so, . but even now there 
are large numbers of cases, limit- 
ing the output of work in prepara- 
tions for the attack. 

Other things have delayed and 
weakened them. British airplanes

British guns used every fine hour to 
range on their batteries and 
trenches and roads and rail heads, 
causing more casualties and destroy- 
ing the work newly done so it has 
to be begun again. More delay, ir- 
ritating to the German generals 
who know the valve of time, more 
delay and greater demoralization of 
the troops holding the line. |

VIOLENT FIGHTING. 


The fighting was particularly 
violent throughout the day

It was suggested that a di- 
rect tax on gross sales un all trans- 
actions from manufacturer.to con- 
sumer would yield $2,060,000,000.

BEANS, SUGAR BEET 
CROPS LARGEST_EVER.

WASHINGTON, July 13.—The 
largest crops of beans, sugar beets 
and peanuts ever groen im the 
United States are in prospect for 
this year’s harvest. Department of 
Agricriture production forecasts to- 
day show an increase ovor last year 
of 19,600,000 bushels in the peanut 
crop, with a total of 79,794,060 bush- 
els, an increase of almost 5,006,000 
bushels in the bean crop, with a 
total of 19,791,000 bushels, and an 
increase of 267.000 tons in the sugar 
beet crop, With a total of 6,247,000 
tons. 

The hop crop promises 22,494,000 
pounds, an increase of almost 5.000. 
000 pounds over last year; broom 
corn, 70,500 tons, an increase of 
8800 tons: kaffirs, etc., 110,065,000 
bushels, an increase ,of 24,000,000 
bushels, and sorghum isyrup,.) 38,- 
817,000 gallons, a slight increase.

Roche, attorney for Franz Bopp, 
German Consul to San Francisco, 
left on the Lark last night to open 
Mayor Rolph's campaign in Los An- 
geles.

ber of the Police Commission of San 
Francisco. 

When Bopp was indicted in the 
Federal courts for violations of the 
Neutra@iity Act, Roche defended 
him: An indignant protest was 
made to Mavor Rolph at the time 
by scores of citizens, demanding 
that an attorney who was in receipt 
of German funds should not be re- 
tained on the Police Commission. 

But Roche was too closely allied 
with the inner political ring of San 
Francisco to be dropped with im- 
punity. Despite the protests of pa- 
pers and citizens, Roche kept his 
German cases and Mayor Rolph and 
the German cases have kept Rochg 
ever since.

OT DAY AND 
ICE GOES UP. 


Cost of Production -Raises 
Price Ten Cents Per Hun- 


The price of ice went up 
yesterday. The manufac- 
turers say the advance was 
authorized by the Food Ad- 
ministration. Manager Bul- 
finch of the Union Ice Com- 
pany says that the cost of 
making 100 pounds of ice to- 
day is three times what it 
was a year ago. He points 
out that fuel oil has advanced 
‘tremendously in price within 
the past eighteen months,- and 
that his company burns 3000 
barrels of fuel oil per month. 
Ammonia is another item that 
has gone out of sight. 

“Wei are not getting as 
much for ice as we got ten 
years ago,” says Mr. Bulfinch. 
Two years ago we got 60 cents 
per hundred for ice, and we 
have now advanced the price 
from 60 to 60 cents per hun- 
dred for family ice, and the 
cost of ice in block lots nas 
advanced $1 per ton. If our 
men delivered 10 and 15-cent 
chunks of ice to families all 
day they couldn't sell enough 
to pay their wages and feel 
their teams. There isn’t any 
profit in selling small lots, but 
we have to do it, and an ad- 
vance Was absolutely neces- 
sary.” 

Mr. Bulfinch states that all 
of the big ice companies in the 
city have sdvanced prices to-

OVER $17,000 COLLECTED FROM 
ORIENTALS THIS _ 
YEAR. 


“Dreamy, sleepy. Chinatown” was 
very much alive in the matter of in- 
voluntary contributions to the city 
treasury, as represented by the fines 
Paid in the police courts during the 
fiscal year of 1917-18, it was dis- 
closed by Serst.

More than $17,000 in fines 
was collected by the courts in cases 
handied gy the Chinatown squad dur- 
ing the period, while $4258 more 
Was recorded in suspended sen- 
tences.

FOR MONKEYS. 


Hundred and Fifty-five Stale 
Loaves Found. ¥

Discovery at Museum Told to 
Food Officials. 


Is Simian Show Business. a 
War Necessity? 


The discovery of 155 loaves of stale 
bread at the rear of a wild animal 
museum on South Main street yes- 
terday, which was promptly report- 
ed to the Food Administration office 
by indignant citizens, raised the fine 
question as to whether monkey 
business is necessary during the 


war. 

President Wilson has exempted 
motion-picture players from the 
draft, holding that they amuse the 
public, and thereby contribute to the 
5 of the war. The monkeys, 
to which the stale bread in questfon 
will be fed, belong to a film com- 

y, and ‘they amuse the public. 
nce, they may be considered a 
— Th in time of war. 

The stale bread was at the rear 
of Jungle Land, an animal show at 
No. 421 South Main street, S. J. 
Edwards conducts the museum, hav- 
ing the animals and makes leased 
frow the E. & R. Jungle Film Com- 
pany. He says he feeds his monkeys 
and chimpanzees from six to ten 
loaves of bread a day. This he buys 
as stale bread, from local retail gro- 
cers, who, he says, cannot return 
old bread to the bakers, andare con- 
sequently forced to find some out- 
let for it. 

USEFUL FOR TOAST? 

About half of the supply of bread 
at Jungle Land yesterday was bread 
which it seemed might well have 
been utilized for toast. The bal- 
ance of it was somewhat moldy. This 
was shaved on the outside and laid 
in the hot sun to dry. Mr. Edwards 
says that after the bread has been 
‘throughly dried it can be kept for 
an indefinite length of time and fed 
out to the animals after being 
soaked in water. Mr. Edwards said 
he regarded the bread as being un- 
fit for human consumption at the 
time he purchased it. 

At the-Seelig Zoo 4 
stated that bread was fed to the zoo 
monkeys whenever it could be se- 
cured, the ration running about a 
gunnysack full of stale bread a day 
as a rule. He declared that the 
monkey is a vegetarian, however, and 
that he thrives on most any kind of 
fresh fruit, all kinds of raw vege- 
tables and greens.‘ 

David Horsley, who uses the Bos- 
tock menageries in the movies, says 
he doesn’t know much about feed- 
ing monkeys, but agrees that they 
—4 well on raw vegetables and 


ALL KINDS OF BREAD. 


The stale bread at the museum in 
question is of several varieties 
white, whole wheat, rye and other 
kinds, but principally white. Mr. 
Edwards says that he is not 
always able to get a supply of it, 
and that he has at times had to pay 
the regular retail price to get stale 
bread of any vintage. The museum 
has one large chimpanzee and eight 
or ten monkeys of various sizes. The 
other animals are meat eaters, and 
they live on horse flesh, which sells 
at cents per pound. 

This museum has a giant python. 
It Hooverized for about three 
months, declining to partake of any 
kind of food, but the other day, fear- 
ing that the python would starve, the 
manager took him out of his cage 
and poked fifteen pounds of horse 
meat down him with a ramrod. 

Yesterday when the stale bread 
discovery was reported to the Food 
Administration office, he inform- 
ants were told to present *heir case 
in writing immediately. At the De- 
partment of Justice, Chief Investiga- 
tor Keep said that if the case w 
found to have merit, afterainvestiga- 
tion by the Food Administrator, it 
would doubtless oe handled by ‘the 
secret service.

It is the duty of every patriot, at this 
crisis, to avoid doing or saying anything 
calculated to disturb the close and impor- 
tant relations between the United States 
and its Allies or to involve this country in 
strife with powers with which it is now at 
peace.

La Prensa, a Spanish-language newspa- 
per published in Los Angeles, makes a se- 
vere arraignment of the Examiner for 
its efforts to stir up trouble between 
Mexico and the United States.

It was 
dirty work and hard; and the khaki had 
to be scrubbed and scrubbed and soon it 
turned almost grey and took on the soft 
pliability of silk, and the leggins fitted 
snug and trim and looked lustrous with the 
ever-renewed coat of blancoing, while the 
old campaign hat stiffened up and took on 
a rougish angle.

PROFITS SEEMINGLY MORE DE-

NEW YORK, July 19.—-The pre- 
vailing trend of prices was down- 
ward in the cotton market today. 


Opening quotations were generally 


higher, but there were numerous 
partial rallies later. Many recent 
buyers displayed eagerness to “even 
up.“ Some of them will be away for 
two days, and theré may be im- 
portant developments in the inter- 
val, notably as to climatic condi- 
tions in Texas.
